In claim 3, line 12, change "having" to — including a pair of the permanent magnets, said 
permanent magnet pair being arranged to define a center point and opposing end points 
thereof— 

Without reciting that each of the rotor magnetic poles including a pair of magnets, it is unclear 
how the center point and the opposing point of a rotor magnetic pole being defined. As disclosed 
in the application's page 23 and shown in FIG 1, a pair of plate-like permanent magnets (26) are 
abutted end-to-end to form a single rotor magnetic pole and, since four permanent magnets are 
employed in the rotor, two rotor magnetic poles are formed, and "74" represents the interval 
between the neighboring slots (23) positioned adjacent a center point and the intervals "T2" and 
"T3" at one of the opposing ends of the rotor magnetic pole are chosen to be smaller than the 
interval "14". 
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Thus, in light of the spec, the above changes in claim 1 and 3 are made by the 
Examiner's amendment to resolve the indefinite issue in the claimed language.
